car values to avoid unfair competition. 
Employes 
are given the 
right to 
organize, and are limited to a forty- 
ho ur w orking week, with the exc eption 
of em er gency overtime, for which they 
must be paid at a ra te of one-third 
more than stra ig h t time. 
Fir st-class 
mechanic s m u s t not be paid less than 
fifty-four cents 
per hour in 
towns 
which fall into the population class of 
this territory. 
The code provides that wages shall 
not remain at the point at which they 
a r e set now, but shall be advanced, as 
rapidly as possible to tile rate which 
prevailed for the sa m e type of work 
in 1926. 
Because of Hie complete detail of 
th e code, it will not he enforced di­ 
rectly by the auth orit ies in W as h i n g ­ 
ton, but by the local organizations, 


bu ch as the one formed here. 
The local organization will act by 
federal authority, and the tentative 
code gives it the right to levy a fine of 
$200 a day on violators, as long as 
Violations shall exist.
